The columnist, whose actual 


name is Esther Ledcrer, wrote: 
"The sad, incredible fact is that 
after 36 years, of marriage Jules- 
and I are being divorced As I 
write these words, it is as if I

am referring to a letter from a 
reader. It seems unreal that I 
am writing about my own 
marriage." 


Mrs. Lederer, who writes for 


Field Newspapers Syndicate of 
Chicago, was married to her 
husband, Jules W. Ledcrer, on 
July 2, 1939 Until recently, 
Lederer was chairman. of the 
board of Budget Bent-A-Car 
Corp. in Chicago. 


Miss Landers did not divulge 


the reason for the divorce,;and 
°hc asked readers not to write 
or call for details. 


Neither she nor her husband 


^were available for comment. 


The couple has a daughter; 


Margo, who formerly wrote a 
column for several Chicago 
newspapers. 


In the 20 years Miss Landers 


has written the column, several 
articles have centered upon the 
close relationship she has had 
With her husband. In 1969, a 
column celebrated their 30th 
wedding anniversary 


"That we are going our 


separate ways is one of life's 
strangest ironies How did it 
happen that something so good 


for so long didn't last forever?" 
she asked in today's column. 


She said the column was "the 


most difficult column I ever 
have written, but also it is the 
shortest "

Richard Sherry, president of 


the syndicate, said the column 
about the divorce was substitut- 
ed on Monday for one mailed 
earner to subscribers. 


The new column was mailed 


from Chicago early Monday and 
newspapers which subscribe to 
the column should be receiving 
it by today, he said. It can be 
used upon receipt, he added 


The column began, "Dear 


Readers: In my 20 years as Ann 


Landers this is the most dif- 
ficult column 1 have ever tried 
to put together. 


"I do so after many hours of 


soul-searching. • Should it be 
written at ail? Would it be 
appropriate? Would it be fair? I 
have decided yes — because 
you, my readers, arc also my 
friends. I owe it to you to say 
something. There should be 
some word directly from me." 


Later in. the column, Miss 


Landers said of her husband, 
"Jules is an extraordinary man. 
His nickname for me was "The 
Queen.' He was loving, suppor- 
tive and generous. He is still all 
those things — and I will always 
cherish our wonderful years 
together."

Spares Briton 
From Execution 


KINSHASA, Zaire (AP) — President Idi Amin of Uganda an- 


nounced today that he has decided to save British lecturer Denis 
Hills from a firing squad and pardon him. 


I lills, fil and a resident of Uganda for 11 years, was scheduled to 


be executed on Friday for calling Amin a village tyrant. 


Amin is visiting Kinshasa. 
The national news agency Zaire Prcssc said Amin changed his 


mind about Hills as the result of the mediation of Mobutu. The 
Zairean leader was one of the African heads of state who inter- 
ceded with Amin. 


Amin told reporters he would notify the British charge d'affaires 


in Kinshasa of his decision later today. 


The Ugandan leader added that he had asked.Mobutu to net as a 


mediator between himself and the British government for all 
British-Ugandan relations. 


Amin had demanded that British Foreign Secretary James 


Callaghan travel to Uganda and negotiate with him to save Hills' 
life. Callaghan said he would not go under duress, hut Queen 
EUxabeth II sent two military officers under whom Amin had once 
•ervrd In the King's African Rifles.

... Because chiding a court can be 
hazardous to one's health, criticism of 
the nation's judicial system has tended 
to follow in two main channels. 


,'•- There is the scholarly disagreement 
running'through law journals and 
similar publications. Invariably this 
takes the form of the author dissenting 
from the official pronouncement in a 
given court opinion on the ground that 
the learned judges misapplied a legal 
theorem to the case at hand. 
; Many laymen and their counsel los- 
ing a case frequently grouse over the 
outcome to their friends and profes- 
sional associates, but are careful to 
avoid a public assault on the judge. 
The fear of retribution in being cited 
for contempt of court impels discre- 
tion. There is the added motive for the 
losing attorney to limit the circulation 
of his chargin. He will be before the 
same judge for another client later on. 
Therefore, it is good policy not to test 
the elephant's memory unduly. 


This being the age in which 


seemingly there are no more sacred 
cows in the U.S., the suffering in 
silence is beginning to be voiced more 
openly and more frequently.

tablishing a judicial dictatorship in the 
state; meaning that the justices are 
propounding rules flying in the face of 
the 
Michigan 
constitution, 
the 


criminal laws enacted by the legisla- 
ture, and decisions from the U.S. 
Supreme Court which for most pur- 
poses are the gospel in all 50 states. 


The prosecutors cite two major 


headaches in today's law enforcement, 
narcotics and illegal weapons. 


The initial discovery of both com- 


monly hinges on the police arresting a 
person for one offense and then 
searching the defendant, 
his au- 


tomobile or the place of arrest finding 
narcotics or unregistered handguns. 
Making a buy from a suspected dope 
peddler is another frequent means to 
uncover narcotics. 


The judicial rules on search and 


seizure, with or without a warrant, are 
complex to speak most charitably 
about them. Many legal scholars at- 
tribute this complication 
to the 


Prohibition era. Many judges in the 
1920s and early '30s detested prohibi- 
tion as an unwarranted infringement 
upon a personal habit. These legal 
writers contend that revulsion found 
expression in handcuffing the authori- 
ties charged with keeping Demon Rum 
from 
besmirching the 
American 


home. 


Though Prohibition went the way of 


the dodo bird in 1933, (he rules on 
aearch and seizure remained. 


Without alluding to this supposition 


of better than 50 years vintage, 
Cahalan and Patterson accuse the 
Lansing court of fashioning eviden- 
tiary rules whose practical effect is to 
make narcotics and handguns a paying 
business. 


The two prosecutors gave The News' 


reporter 11 opinions from the court in 
the past two years nullifying local 
convictions, all but a few of .which 
cdenter on narcotics and weaponry. 


Recently. - Cahalan 
forwarded 
a 


report to Governor Millikcn urging 
him to initiate some means of keeping 
the court out of what the Wayne 
prosecutor describes as the constitu- 
tional domains of the legislative and 
executive branches. 


Patterson issues an even harsher 


verdict. The court, he said, is "freeing' 
violent criminals back into society," 
and has become a "symbol of injustice 
today." 
' Without mentioning names, Cahalan 
and Patterson blame what was a fairly 
consistent Democratic majority of 
liberal bent for the trend. The death of 
Thomas W. Kavanah and John Swain- 
son's withdrawal from active work 
pending the outcome 
of bribery 


charges against him for the moment 
creates a sort of defendant-prosecution 
stalemate at Lansing. 


As close as any group of humans can 


achieve balance, it should be the 
judiciary. That's why the federal and 
state constitutions established it. 


Perfection in judgment is reserved 


for the Almighty. 


The trouble with the courts, not only 


in Michigan but all over the country, is 
for their appellate divisions which lay 
the ground rules for the trial judge to 
swing and sway on the major issues. 


In the past two decades in a zeal to 


protect the individual defendant, the 
appellate divisions have given him a 
head start against his victim and the 
t ublic at large. Before that departure, 
it was the defendant who was getting 
the short end of the stick. 


Cahalan and Patterson may be 


somewhat overly emphatic, but if so, it 
is the reaction from the frustrations 
put before them in trying to perform 
their )ot» which is protecting the public 
as best they can.

The main traffic now on I-M 


is light enough so that three 
lanes each way suffice between 
here and Chicago, East of town 
it splits Into two lanes each way 
to Detroit and,two lanes each 
way to Grand Rapids.

ramps usually come* from, and, 
disperses Into the whole area 
around the exits, from Stevens- 
vllle through the townships to 
St. Joseph. Thus the penetrator 
would serve few people. 


As 1 pointed out three years 


ago, we do have traffic jams In 
and south of St. Joseph. But this 
is the daily commuter traffic 
from the bedroom communities 
to the St. Joseph Industries. The 
penetrator wouldn't help. 


You would find wide support 


for a plan to case this traffic, 
and I suggest that the millions 
for the penetrator could be bet- 
ter used for improving Red 
Arrow, Cleveland, Washington 
and Nilcs avenue. Widening to 4 
lanes and providing tow-speed, 
even one-way, "fly-over"-typc 
overpasses at main Intersec- 
tions would ease the flow of 
Commuter traffic. 


But if you can come up with 


good arguments In favor of the 
Pcnctrator, t and many others 
would be happy to support it.

WASHINGTON - President 


Ford has discovered no sure 
course out of the recession. Only 
hope. And no way to prevent the 
inflation expected to follow — 
except stringency. 


He has no program for 


increasing productivity yet low 
.productivity 
pushed 
prices 


skyward and triggered the 
recession. 


Trends indicate that major 


inefficiencies — and outright 
obsolescence in wide areas of 
U.S. industry — will once again 
in 1976 and '77 drive costs to new 
and intolerable heights. Mr. 
Ford has done little more than 
toy with this problem. But it 
could spur another recession. 


Mr. Ford likewise has given 


little thought to easing shor- 
tages — except the energy 
shortage which he proposes lo 
solve by classical economics. 
That is, he aims at creating 
such mammoth artificial oil and 
gasoline scarcities, and such 
high prices, that all of us in- 
dividually will be forced in 
desperation to find our own 
solutions. 


Even so, Mr. Ford is so 


mesmerized by this one shor- 


" tage that he ignores a host of 


others which most certainly will 
be more immediate in their ef- 
fects. 
. 


By late 1975 perhaps — and 


most certainly lift and 1OT7 — 
the lack of sufficient processing 
plants for a dozen basic metals, 
alloys and other semiprocessed 
raw materials will be apparent. 


Though industry today is 


plagued by bad management — 
and weak management — the 
problem is broader. By his 
inaction, Mr. .Ford has in- 
directly given support to the 
thesis that profit* ire somehow 
bad,' a philosophy which dis- 
courages Investment in more 
efficient plants and the expan- 
sion necessary to meet future 
demand and to significantly 


reduce unemployment. Instead, 
in such an atmosphere com- 
panies hire more lobbyists.to 
build closer contacts with the 
administration and Congress, 
hoping to share in whatever 
government-sponsored business 
there is. They hope to hold on to 
what private business' they 
have, retrenching rather than 
expanding.

It is true that Mr. Ford has 


pushed through some, income 
tax breaks., Welcome, to -be 
sure, but the type of quickie 
relief which disappears over- 
night. When the money is gone, 
we're back at the same stand. 
Those who haw no money can't 
spend it. Those who have it are 
so worried about tomorrow they 
don't want to spend.

It is also true that Mr. Ford 


has given some private advice 
to Arthur Bums, chief of the 
Federal Reserve System. Mr. 
Ford, quite rightly, wants 
Burns to expand the money 
supply at a faster rate. But the 
advice has been so weak that 
Burns has gone his untrouWetl 
way, and money for expansion 
or modernization at reasonable 
rates remains difficult to get.;;" 


No one Is certain anymore 


what tinkering with the money 
supply does IB the end. Burns 
himself is skeptical of Its effec- 
tiveness when H is depended oil

for curing a recession one day 
and inflation the next - or both 
at once.

is a guardian of the Atlantic 
shipping lanes. 


Therefore the obvious ques-

out many questions on the 
healthfulness of foods, as well 
as food care and spoilage, says 
Maryann 
Bcckman, 
Food 


Marketing Agent. 


"Where can I buy raw milk? I 


hear it's much better for you 
than 
regular 
pasteurized 


milk!" This question Is asked 
frequently 
by 
health 
food 


enthusiasts in particular, but 
since the pasteurization law 
took effect In Michigan in 1948, 
raw milk has been virtually 
unavailable for sale to con- 
sumers. If you sec or hear about 


any being offered for sale, you 
should be extremely cautious 
about drinking it, say food 
scientists. You're taking a big 
risk because of tuberculosis, 
undulant 
fever 
and 
other 


bacterial 
infections 
and 


diseases that you could contact 
from drinking raw milk. 


As for raw milk being a better 


product 
nutritionally, 
you 


should be aware that pas- 
teurization or milk causes 
minimal losses of nutrients. Vi- 
tamin D, niacin and folic acid 
arc totally unaffected by pas- 
teurization and there is essen- 


tially no loss oT Vitamin A, B-2, 
E or K. Vitamins B-l, B-12 and. 
C do have higher losses in pas- 
teurization but these vitamins 
arc in such small quantities in 
milk to begin with that their. 
losses should not be alarming. 
The benefits or pasteurization 
tar outweigh the risks of con- 
tracting the illnesses possible 
from drinking raw milk. 


Another often asked question 


these days is "Where to get the 
grwn or grey shelled efQgs that 
are being promoted lor persons 
on choksterol-fre* diets?" 


Green eggs do exist (they're 


from the Aracana breed of 
chicken from South America 
but they arc not important 
commercially, anywhere, and 
art not lower in cholesterol. Dr. 
Lawrence Dawson, professor of 
food science at Michigan State 
university, says the preliminary 
research findings on various 
colored eggs shows them to 
have 
as 
much 
or 
more 


cholesterol 
than 
ordinary 


chicken eggs. The research, bo- 
ing done in Kansas, was report- 
ed recently at a national poultry 
meeting. 


.Some southwestern Michigan 


area poultry producers do have 
and sell these green eggs, if 
you're interested in buying 
colored eggs, but don't expect 
them to be lower in cholesterol.

No Visits From China Yet, 


According To Newsman

SUN VALLEY, w. - This 


country's diplomatic and mili- 
tary tics with TaJwan will deter 
visits to the United States by 
representatives of the People's 
Republic of China, according to 
Paul Miller, president of Gan- 
nett Newspapers and chairman 
for the Associated Press 


Miller who had Just returned 


from China, spoke to the Na- 
tional Federation of Press 
Women at its 39th annual con- 
vention held in Sun Valley last 
week 


He said Taiwan remains the 


biggest 
problem 
in 
rela- 


tionships between the United 
States and Communist China. 
"Not until the military assis- 
tance treaty with Taiwan is dis- 
solved, the US ambassador 
recalled, and the token military 
force on the Island removed, 
will Peking's leaders visit this 
country," Miller said 


Miller met with Vice Premier 


Teng who has emerged as the 
No 3 man in Communist China 
and noted that Tehg's 25-year 
goal of China achieving equality 
with the Western nations, seems 
a possible one. 


•There are more cars, more 


bicycles, and more technical 
and engineering expertise in 
Communist China now than 
when Miller visited that country 
three years ago. He said there Is 
a 17-story addition to Peking's 
largest hotel, Boeing 707s In use 
by China Airways, and also a 
little more candor in discussion 
with leaders. 


Miller said that In an Inter- 


view with the head of the Na- 
tional Health service In China, 
he was told that drug abuse has 
been 
wiped 
out 
through 


"serious penalties" to drug 
peddlers. Opium use, one time 
one of China's worst problems 
hat been eliminated, Miller was 
told, and tight- controls for 
medical use exist. Venereal 
disease has been controlled also 
to the degree that It in difficult 
to find cases for student study. 


The commitment to atheism, 


guaranteed under China's cons- 
titution, remains firm, Miller 
said. 


He 
reported 
to 
NFPW 


members that everyone of any 
consequence In Communist 
China spend* several months 
each year on the farm "stopping 
hogs, raising chickens, and 
cleaning stables." Miller said 
the publisher of a large regional 
newspaper with whom he visit- 
ed was about to leave for a six- 
month stay oh a commune. All 
of the key employes of that 
paper spend three or tour 
months In these camps. 


One of the standard com- 


ments in China, Miller said, to 
"We have a long way to go." 
"Considering the progress they 
are making in so many ways, 
who can say they're not far off," 
Miller observed. 


Miller 
alM 
noted 
that

Even though inflation has 


devalued the purchasing power 
of the Department of Defense 
budget; Col. Mann emphasized 
that "the American public must 
be aware of the total story on 
defense spending and Its con- 
tribution to society as well. Our 
business is developing a mili- 
tary force that Is organized, 
manned and equipped for na- 
tional defense. Our role In life is 
to insure our continued freedom 
— and survival." 


David 
Maxey, editor 
of 


Psychology Today, speaking to 
NFPW, used the magazine as an 
example of the kind that is go- 
ing to be successful in the future 
and talked about trends his staff 
sees emerging in this society. 


"Over the last 11 years," he 


said, "there's been a steady 
drop in the citizenry's faith in 
government, big business, big 
labor, organized religion, and 
the press. And right along with 
this generalized loss of faith in 
the ability of Institutions to cake 
care of us and assure our hap- 
piness comes a strong trend 
that says as Individuals, we're 
very optimistic about our own 
futures.

Dear Puff: Irene's "notion" is 


not iso crazy. Dr. Joseph B. 
Stocklen, President of the 
American Lung Assn., says 
there is four times as much ; 
carbon monoxide in side-stream 
smoke'from the burning end of 


a cigaret than in mainstream 
smoke inhaled by the smoker. 
This is also true, according to 
Dr. Stocklen, ol several other 
harmful constituents in cigaret 
smoke, such as tars. He further 
says the increase in carbon 
monoxide levels found in the 
blood of non-smokers exposed to 
second-hand 
smoke 
exceed 


federal safety standards. 


Additional evidence is provid- 


ed by Dr. Jesse L. Stcinfeld, the 
Surgeon General who issued the 
1972 report that led to the law 
lhat forced cigaret companies to 
print a warning on each pack 
sold. Dr. Steinfeld said, "Many 
rooms in which we work or hold 
conferences, and the autos in 
which we ride, have a very low 
rate of exchange of air — and in 
some instances nrfne at all."

was a source of anxiety to 
physicians. The methods of 
treatment and the ability to 
control this particular germ 
were limited. - 


Today, with culture tech- 


niques, it is possible to accura- 
tely find the exact subdivision of 
the streptococcus responsible 
for a particular infection. By 
special methods, the ideal an- 
tibiotic is found to attack and 
destroy it. 


Doctors still have a great deal 


.of awareness that the strep- 
tococcus can be potentially 
dangerous in some instances.

Weak Property 
Tax Relief Bill 
Passes Senate

The White River in Newaygo, Oceana and Muskegon counties 


has received protection from overdevelopment under Michigan's 
Natural Rivers program:

least a year away. 


The DNR has completed a canoe field trip of the Paw Paw, but 


according to Bruce Vollmar of the Natural Rivers program, his 
office is now "waiting to get a little more interest or support going 
at the local level." 


But local meetings soon will be held to "inform people of the 


Natural Rivers program," that procedure is followed by the 
forming of a planning group, comprised of interested citizens, 
property owners and local government officials. 


The planning group draws up desired zoning, which then gets 


tentative approval from the Natural Resources Commission. 
Public hearings are then held, before the commission formally 
adapts hammered out restrictions. Of course, it is all contingent 
on local support. 


The While was recently Designated as a "country-scenic" river. 
Zoning restrictions decided upon require new buildings to be set 


back 100 feet or more from the river bank, they also encourage the 
use of natural materials for buildings, set the minimum lot width 
at 200 feet, set back commercial structures 400 feet and forbid 
abstracting or changing the flow of the river system, under nor- 
mal circumstances

There's also a good possibility that even tighter restrictions will 


bie adopted this year for the Boardman River and its tributaries in 
Kalkaska and Grand Traverse counties.

' Grocery pricos rose six-tenths of a per cent last month in the 
Michigan Associated Press Markelbasket survey as a sharp 
'decline in sugar prices failed, to fully offset increases oh meal.

Sugar, in its seventh consecutive decline, hit a record low $1.23 


for a five-pound bag, down from the previous low of $1.45 last 
month. The price of sugar peaked at $2.91 during the shortage in 
November 1974.

E bonds grow at the rate of 6 


per cent a year — over Ihcir 
five-year life span to their first 
maturity. The lax on that an- 
nual growth may be deferred 
until the E bonds are cashed or 
until the H bonds, for which Es 
may lie exchanged, are cashed. 
They make sense as a readily 
available emergency fund for 
persons in a high income tax 
bracket. 


H bonds pay interest semi- 


annually, at 6 per cent a year, 
average, over their 10 year run 
lo Ihcir first maturity. That 
interest is subject to Federal 
income taxes (not state and 
local) in the year il is received.

N-Plant 
Project 


DETROIT (AP) - Detroit 


Edison Co. has abandoned plans 
lo 
build 
a 
huge nuclear 


generating plant near Monroe. 


The utility also said Monday it 


hopes to charge its customers 
some $3.5 million to cover the 
cost of the canceled project. 


Although 
the 
company's 


board of directors canceled 
construction plans at a meeting 
June 16, there was no public 
announcement of the move. It 
was disclosed In documents is- 
sued in conjunction with a stock 
sale. 


Detroit Edison officials of- 


fered no explanation for the 
change in plans. 


The abandoned project, Fer- 


mi 3, was expected to cost in the 
neighborhood of $912 million, 
about what it is costing the 
utility to build Fermi 2, the 
biggest 
generating 
plant 


planned .for Edison's system. 
Some $326 million already has 
been invested In Fermi 2, ac- 
cording to industry sources. 


But 
work 
has 
virtually 


stopped on new Edison generat- 
ing plants because of financial 
problems. 


Fermi S originally had been 


scheduled to begin operating in 
1981, but the completion date 
was suspended indefinitely in 
one of the company's construc- 
tion cutbacks last year. 


The cancellation marks the 


first time Edison has ever 
abandoned plans for a generat- 
ing plant. Last year, Consumers 
Power Co. dropped plans for two 
nuclear plants at Quanicasee 
near Bay City. 


Consumers has been granted 


authority by the Michigan 
Public Service Commission to 
charge its customers $13.7 
million over a 10-year period to 
cover the cost of cancelling the 
plants. 


John Johnson Jr., general ac- 


countant for Edison, said his 
company plans to seek similar 
authority from the PSC to 
charge its customers about 13.5 
million over a 10-year period. 


Johnson said the company has 


spent about $7 million in 
preliminary work on Fermi 3 
but expects to recover about 
half of that in lower income 
taxes.

Nunn in the appeal claimed 


the 
conviction 
should 
be 


.reversed because Hughes did 
'hot Instruct the jury on the 
defense of intoxication. Nunn, 
during the trial, admitted hav- 
ing consumed intoxicants, but' 
said he knew what he was doing 
when he knocked down the 
woman and stole her purse, and 


the appeals court held "there 
was no miscarriage of Justice in 
the trial court's failing to ins- 
truct on Intoxication." 


The appellate court also found 


Hughes was not In error by ins- 
tructing the jury on lesser 
incjuded offennes of larceny 
from a person and larceny 
under $100, and that there was 
no basis for Nunn's claim that 
he was denied a fair trial 
because 
a 
police 
officer 


paraphrased statements made 
by Nunn after his arrest.

SAUfcT STE. MARIE, Mich 


— Rising on Sault Ste. Marie's 
waterfront 
where 
Michigan 


history began over 300 years 
ago is a unique 21-story concrete 
structure in the form of a triple 
observation tower. 


The Tower of History is the 


highest observation tower in 
Michigan's Upper Peninsula. 


The view from one of five ob- 


servation platforms takes in 20 
miles in all directions. Points of 
interest include the Soo Locks, 
the St. .Mary's River which is 
the worlds busiest shipping 
channel, the Canadian sister 
city of Sault Ste. Marie, the 
Laurontian 
Mountains 
and 


Lake Superior. Tape recorded 
messages with locator maps 
point out many other details 
below. 


In the lobby there is a multi- 


media show entitled "Bawat- 
mg" — Rushing Water. The 
show capsulizes the history of 
the area along with a collection 
of artifacts on display. 


The Tower of History is built 


on the location of the first log 
chapel and house of Father 
Jacques Marquctte, an early 
missionary. 11 was built as a 
shrine to the early missionaries 
who settled and explored the 
region and opened up milch of 
the midwest. 


The tower is a sculpture in 


concrete. 
Three 
vertical 


columns are topped by can- 
tilcvered viewing platforms 
placed at diffci-ent levels so that 
the view encompasses 300 
degrees. Two cwlumns contain 


stairs. A third contains a 23 
person elevator to the top. 


The tower cost nearly one 


million dollars when Tower of 
History when built and might 
cost twice that much today. 


The complex was designed by 


George Rafferty of Progressive 
Design Associates, St. Paul, 
Minn., Frank Kacmarcik, art 
counsltanl, also St. Paul. 


The towers arc in the shape of

with a capacity of 23 passengers 
and a lift speed of 45 seconds to

Construction 
started 
by 


sinking 125 H beam pilings 80 
feet down to bedrock with a 200 
yard concrete pile cap. Some 
5,240 tons of concrete were then 
poured in place in ten fool sec- 
tions. 


The pouring forms were faced 


with a special random width 
tongue and grooved Southern 
yellow pine which gives the 
finished concrete a vertical 
striation. 170 tons of reinforcing 


steel were used to strengthen 
the concrete 


The height of the tower (210 


feet) posed several problems. 
The crane used was 50 feet short 
of the summit. The height also 
compounded the problem with 
wind velocity and ruled out the 
simple technique of slip form- 
ing concrete. Each 10-foot ver- 
tical section required 28 days of 
curing to reach the design load 
-characteristic 
at 
normal 


temperature. 'This meant the 
construction had to be complet- 
ed before the hard winter of 
Northern Michigan closed in. 
Sixty pouring and form opera- 
tions were required to complete 
the tower. 


The structure is utilized asian 


observation tower with a view of 


the St. Mary's River, the Soo 
locks, (the worlds busiest ship- 
ping channel) and both the 
Canadian and Michigan cities of 
SailltSte Mane 


The tower is open to visitors
